PLAN, SAYS HE 1S WILLING

AYOR WILLIAM DEE 
M BECKER, when informed 
of Donald M. Nelson’s sug- 
gestion that he create a man- 
agement-labor-public committee 
to handle all local war labor 
disputes in the St. Louis area, 
expressed a willingness to ac- 
cept the responsibility “with the 
advice and co-operation of the 
various groups that would be 
interested.” 

“I am sure,” he said, “that 
both the AFL and CIO will co- 
operate to the fillest extent.” 

Thomas N. Dysart, president 
of the Chamber of Commerce, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that while there had been some 
delays in completion of war 
plants here, notably the small 
arms ammunition and the Cur- 
tiss-Wright factories, no such 
delays had occurred, and there 
had been no labor trouble, since 
the war began Dec. 7. He de- 
nied that the delays had been 
due to any material disputes be- 
tween labor and management, 
saying they were either matters 
of labor jurisdictional quarrels 
or of changes in the plans for 
the plants. 

“We want an engine plant 
here,” he declared, “because it 
offers post-war possibilities and 
will not fold up at the end of 
the war. We are exceedingly 
anxious for this because we 
have here companies making 
airplanes and we should have 
engine production, too. We have 
shown the Government that we 
have ample power, an ample 
reservoir of labor, ample hous- 
ing and no labor trouble since 
the war began.” There is, how- 
ever, some spot, I don’t know 
who or where, in that Army 
aviation outfit at Washington 
that keeps throwing the old la- 
bor trouble back in: our faces.”

“I think our recommendations 
will go through,” he said.

Truman said that he had re- 
ceived no word.from the Treasury 
or the White House since he had 
made his recommendation, and he 
had no idea when a decision would 
be made by Secretary Morgenthau 
or President Roosevelt.

Congress Party Reported 
Ready to Submit Own 
Defense Proposal. After 
Mediation by Roosevelt 
Envoy.

NEW DELHI, April 8 (AP). — 
Prospects for satisfactory settle- 
ment of the entire Indian question 
and alignment of India actively in 
favor of the United Nations war 
cause took a slight turn for the 
better today, largely because of 
mediation by Louis Johnson, spe- 
cial envoy from the United States. 

It was reported reliably that 
Johnson had created confidence 


among the Indians by assurances 
that the United States indorsed 
Britain’s promise of post-war self- 
government for India and by 
stating that this was America's 
war and that Americans were con- 
fident of winning it. 

As a result, a new formula for 
handling India’s defense was re- 
ported worked out today by repre- 
sentatives of the All-India Congress 
party. 

Tonight, however, the working 
committee of the All-India Moslem 
Conference, a large organization, 
adopted a resolution declaring the 
London proposals were unaccept- 
able in their present form. The 
committee said they must be modi- 
fied so that no province would be 
permitted to remain out of the 
proposed Indian union, | 


The “contended that the 
proposals as they now stand would 
impair solidarity and unity of the 
Indian people. 

But the situation, as far as the 
large Congress faction was con- 
cerned, seemed brighter. | 

The new plan for dealing with 
responsibility for defense, hereto- 
fore a.stumbling block to Congress 
party acceptance of the autonomy 
proposal, was said to have devel- 
oped at.a morning session of the 
party’s working committee. 

The plan was reported to have 
been turned over to party leaders, 
and the committee continued in 
session. 

Earlier an impasse had threat- 
ened to wreck the mission of Sir 
Stafford Cripps, London’s special 
envoy, as Britain’s amended offer 
to appoint an Indian as the coun- 
try’s defense minister fell short of 
nationalist demands, 

The Congress’ reply was to be 
given to Cripps soon and it was 
understood that its rejection of the 
revised British scheme would be 
on grounds that the responsibilities 
of the defense minister were too 
limited. — 

Disagree Over Powers. 

Most members of the party’s 
committee were said to have held 
that the British offer would be un- 
acceptable unless the Minister re- 
ceived far greater defense power 
than such projected responsibili- 
ties as public relations, defense co- 
ordination and the raising of a

Paridit Jawaharlal Nehru, influ- 
ential Congress leader who had 
raised the defense issue originally 
and who also had injected the 
question of Indian unity later, was 
represented, however, as most 
anxious for a last-minute settle 
ment, 

Nehru declared yesterday that 
Indians must organize themselves 
against Japanese aggression.

WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP).— 
The War Production Board de- 
creed today that, for the duration 
of the war, dresses can be shorter 
or tighter as fashion dictates—but 
neither longer nor fuller than those 
now worn. 

Emphasizing that it had no in- 
tention of “freezing” present styles, 
or making present wardrobes obso- 
lete, WPB established specifica- 
tions for future manufacture of 
women’s clothes and ordered such 
frills as French cuffs, balloon 
sleeves and patch pockets of wool 
eliminated entirely... : 
After Aug. 17, retailers may not 
sel] suit and coat ensembles of 
more than two pieces at one unit 
price. 

The restrictions become effective 
for wool clothing tomorrow—in 
time to affect production of most 
garments to be sold next fall and 
winter; restrictions on cotton, ray- 
on and other materials do not be- 
come effective until June 19—after 
most of this summer’s clothes are 
finished. 

Voluminous Sleeves Barred. 
Principal effect of the order will 
be to fix maximum length and 
sweep of coats and skirts and sim- 
plify non-functional features. 
Voluminous sleeves will be elimi- 
nated, but long sleeves are permit- 
ted; all-over pleating is barred, al- 
though pleating is permitted as 
decoration. 

WPB said the measurements 
prescribed as maximums repre- 
sented averages in women’s cloth- 
ing, based on a survey in 25 cities. 
“Within the limitations fixed in 
the order, fashion designers, dress 
manufacturers and housewives are 
free to use their ingenuity in cre- 
ating whatever fashions may strike 
their fancy,” the announcement 
said. 

The survey showed women now 
wearing jackets from 23 to 27 
inches in length; the order. pegs 
the maximum permitted length 
at 25. Skirts vary from 68 to 108 
inches in width; in the order, WPB 
sets a maximum width of 78 inches 
for a size 16 dress. 

Variations 4n Sizes. 
Measurements set in each in- 
stance permit variations to accom- 
modate requirements of “regular 
women,” “little women,” “stout 
women,” “misses,” “junior misses,” 
“teen age,” “girls,” and “chil- 
dren.” 

No restrictions are placed on 
infants’ and toddlers’ apparel, 
bridal gowns, maternity dresses, 
burial gowns, clothing for persons 
of abnormal size, or robes and 
vestments required by the rules of 
religious orders or sects. ; 

The provision forbidding sale of 
more than two pieces of an en- 
semble at a single price is de- 
signed to conserve materials by 
discouraging women from buying 
matched jackets and blouses, WPB 
explained. No slacks, riding 
breeches, jodhpurs, ski suits, but 
play suits or overalls may be 
manufactured with matching hats,

capes, scarfs, petticoats, overskirts, 
or aprong made with dress. No 
belts or hems more than two inches 
‘wide. ~Maximum length, size 16: 
43 inches. Maximum sweeps, size 
16: Rayon and cotton, 78 inches;

wool (over 9 ounces), 64 inches. 

Evening Dresses: No overskirts 
or aprons, no wool evening dresses, 
no belt or sash more than two 
inches wide, no hoods and no slips 
with dresses of non-transparent 
materials. Maximum length, size 
16: 59 inches. Maximum sweep, 
all sizes, 144 inches (present aver- 
age, 130 to 216 inches). 

Suits, Jackets and Skirts: Suit 
length: 28 inches. Jacket length, 
25 inches. Suit skirt sweep: Wool 
(9 ounces and less), 72 inches; 
wool (more than 9 ounces), 64 
inches. No hems of more than two 
inches. On skirts: No matching 
or contrasting belts, wool-lining or 
wool evening skirts. On jackets: 
No vents, bi-sweep, Norfolk styles, 
cuffs, hoods, capes, scarfs, muffs, 
bags or vests. : 

Slacks: No cuffs, patch pockets 
or flaps or belts. No slacks meas- 
uring more than 44%-inch outseam 
or 19 inches at the bottom. 

Blouses: No hoods or scarfs, no 
more than one patch pocket, and 
no blouse larger than 22 inches for 
a size 32. 

Children’s Apparel: Same gen- 
eral restrictions applicable to all 
other garments, with proper grad- 
ations in length and sweeps for the 
various size groups; no pants or 
leggings with coats in the ’teen age 
range (10 to 16), no hoods on wool 
coats, no separate hoods on snow 
suits, no hats or caps with coats. 

Women who make dresses at 
home for their own use or their 
children’s are not required to con- 
form to the clothing order. | 

However, home dressmakers who 
sell their handiwork for profit and 
anyone else who makes clothes 
for sale must comply, Stanley Mar- 
cus, head of WPB’s women’s ap- 
parel section, told a conference of 
fashion writers here today. 

“The millions of women who 
make their own clothes copy their 
things from existing fashions,” said 
Marcus, explaining why the order 
did not cover home dressmakers. 
“We are confident that they will 
follow the existing trend of fash- 
ion in the future ag in the past.”

NEW YORK, April 8 (AP). — 
Two extraordinary grand juries, 
working under the direction of 
Special Assistant Attorney‘ Gen- 
eral John Harlan Amen in Brook- 
lyn, handed up today six separate 
presentments naming 49 police 
officers, including a retired deputy 
chief inspector, together with four 
lawyers, 


Amen said the. presentments 
disclosed that a hundred-million- 
doliar-a-year gambling syndicate 
with a legal department composed 
of expert attorneys paid for police 
protection. ‘ 

Exposure of this alleged organ- 
ized syndicate, composed of the 
operators of policy games, dice 
games, lotteries and book-making 
establishments, was characterized 
by Amen as only the first result 
of his investigation in the last 11 
months of complaints that mem- 
bers of the Police’ Department 
were selling “protection” to the 
policy, bookmaking and general 
gambling racket in an amount ex- 
ceeding hundreds of thousands of 
Gollars annually. * 

Two of the presentments were 
handed up to Supreme Court Jus- 
tice John MacCrate, and the other 
four to the appellate division of 
the second department. 

“There is in existence today in 
the Police Department an organ- 
ized system of graft and corrup- 
tion which operates on a city-wide 
scale,” Amen said in a statement. 
“Its roots are so deep and the 
lines along which it operates so 
well-fixed that despite frequent 
changes of personnel in all ranks 
its activities continue with little 
if any let-up. 

“On the basis of evidence before 
two separate grand juries, it is 
believed that the yearly (protec- 
tion) take amounts to more than 
one million dollars. Though at 
best this is a rough estimate, the 
testimony of gamblers, coupled 
with: swollen bank and brokerage 
accounts of the officers involved, 
warrants calling it a conservative 
figure. 

“Far more important than the 
large number of officers pictured 
by the presentment as having 
shared in régular gratuities is the 
exposure of the manner in which 
the ‘system works. 

“Numerous instances of graft 
and misconduct were found in 
many branches of the Police De- 
partment, but according to today’s 
presentments evidence of organi- 
zation along business lines was 
found, primarily in ‘the plain 
clothes divisions which are charged 
with the enforcement of vice,and 
gambling laws.” 

Contained in the presentments 
were more*than 100 photographs 
made from motion picture film. 
Amen had a camera set up, se 
cretly, in various parts of Brook- 
lyn and took pictures showing uni- 
formed policemen, plain clothes- 
men and gamblers in conference 
and in some instanees the gam- 
blers handing papers and money 
to police officers,

PEARL HARBOR, T. H. April 
8 (AP).—Twenty-four Navy Crosses 
were presented yesterday “for ex- 
ceptional courage, coolness and de- 
votion to duty” under fire. All of 
those honored went through the 
Dec, 7 attack on Pearl Harbor. 
Two were Marines.

Makes Point That Everyone 


Is Producing All He Can 
—Upholds 44-or-48-Hour 
Week.

, April 8.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is opposed to the 
pian of Donald M. Nelson, War 
Production Board chairman, for 
“incentive payments” to war work- 
ers if such bonuses are based on 
piecework. 

At his press conference late yes- 
terday, the President asserted he 
had been utterly opposed to piece- 


work during peacetime and be-/| 


lieved that its use should not be 
sxtended during war because in 
war people would turn out all the 
goods they could. 

The President said that. his 
studies for the control of wages 
and prices were coming along well, 
but he would set no date for an an- 
nouncement, observing that he had 
found out that when he set a date 
it usually took twice as long as 
he had expected. 

In a cryptically phrased “clew” 
as to his own position regarding 
the control of wages and hours, 
the President said that by studies 
in this country, Britain and Eu- 
rope during and after the first 
World War it had been found 
that the 44 and 48-hour work weeks

BRAZIL, ENTHUSIASTICALLY 
CO-OPERATIVE, HENDERSON 
REPORTS TO ROOSEVELT 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP). 
RICE ADMINISTRATOR 
LEON HENDERSON, see- 
ing President Roosevelt to- 

day for the first time since 
his return from a trip to Brazil, 
and Puerto Rico, said he had 
discussed the general price 
question and presented “gen- 
eral observations on what I 
would call the enthusiastic, co- 
operative attitude of the Brazil- 
ians toward us.” 

Asked how the general situa- 
tion as to prices was, Hender- 
son said that “the ones we can 
get to are holding very well.” 

He added that “we are ad- 
dressing. ourselves more toward 
the cost-of-living items now be- 
cause we have got to.” 

Asked whether he had gone 
to Brazil to smooth out some 
j} angles of a rubber agreement, 
Henderson said that he had par- 
ticipated in some conferences on 
supply problems, including those 
involving magnesium, 


produced the most goods. The sig- 
nificance of this statement lay in 
his omission of the 40-hour week, 
the center of controversy in Con- 
gress and throughout the country. 
The President may have been 
talking loosely and may have for- 
gotten about the 40-hour week 
controversy. But it is just as like- 
ly that he was sending up a camou- 
flaged “trial balloon” to test pub- 
lic sentiment on changing the 
present law which requires time 
and a half payment for work ex- 
ceeding 40 hours a week. This has 
been done before by the White 
House. 
Problem of Average Man. 

Discussing wage and price con- 
trol with the reporters, the Presi- 
dent said that he was trying to 
think in terms of the average 
man, woman and child—the salient 
factors in time of war—and what 
it cost the average family to live. 

Average persons, he continued, 
who make up an overwhelming 
majority of the people, are patri- 
otic and want to do all they. can 
to win the war. As a. corollary 
of this, he said, there were certain 
other studies on the number of 
hours per week in which a work- 
er copld turn out the most goods. 

It had been definitely deter- 
mined, he recalled, that the aver- 
age workman turns out more 
goods in 48 hours a week than in 
60 hours. People, he asserted, 
should examine this fact and get 
it into their heads. He said that 
Henry Ford had once declared that 
any work over 48 hours—maybe it 
was 44 hours a week-—did not add 
to production. 

The President said that he was 
giving a “clew” to his forthcom- 
ing decision, His remarks, it is 
safe to say, will be diversely in- 
terpreted., 

Undecided on Tax Exemption. 

The conference touched on & 
half dozen other major topics. 

The President’s views follow: 

1. The President would not ap- 
prove or disapprove the bill of Rep- 
resentative John J. Cochran of St. 
Louis to exempt goods and serv- 
ices under cost-plus-fixed-fee war 
contracts from state and local 
sales taxes. He frankly stated that 
he did not know what he favored. 
He conceded that these taxes were 
costing the Federal Government a 
billion dollars a year and that this 
was “subsidizing” state and local 
governments imposing these taxes, 
but beyond saying that the Federal 
Government had been trying for 
eight or 10 months to find-a for- 
mula to avoid these taxes, he em- 
phasized that he did not know the 
answer. . 

2. He repeated his opposition to 
a general sales tax, when asked 
whether he had figured out what 


* hig income taxes would amount to 


next year. A reporter suggested 
that one reason for some congres- 
sional support of a sales tax might 
be found in the fact that next 
year Senators and Representatives 
will have their income taxes in- 
creased from about $1000 to $2000, 
The President said his taxes this 
year had been bad enough and 
that he had not figured out next 
year’s. He added with a laugh 
that despite great personal hard- 
ships he was still opposed to a 
sales tax. 

3. He confirmed reports that 
much greater use will be made of 
the Atlantic Inland Waterway to 
add to wartime transportation fa- 
cilities. There would be, he said, 
increased use of this waterway 
from Jacksonville, Fla., northward, 
where there was an 11-foot chan- 
nel. South of Jacksonville, he said, 
the channel was only six feet deep, 
which required transfer of car- 
goes. He conceded that a canal or 
creek across Florida could not be

Soviet troops routed the Ger- 
mans from an important village 
on the southwestern (Orel-Tagan- 
rog) front yesterday despite a 
hurricane of machine-gun fire and 
captured seven Nazi tanks, the 
Russians said. 

Details of the fighting were an- 
nounced by the Moscow radio and 
its report that both Russian and

There is a “crying need’ for a 
city ordinance licensing and reg- 
ulating restaurants and soft-drink 
parlors which serve “set-ups” to 
patrons who bring their own liq- 
uor, Excise Commissioner Arthur 
H. Badér told a Post-Dispatch re- 

There are many such establish- 
ments in the city, Bader said, and 
since they are not required to 
have a liquor license of any sort, 
they can remain open as late as 
they wish and are not subject to 
the control of the Excise Commis- 
sioner’s office, 

“They constitute an impediment 
to the enforcement of liquor laws,” 
he declared, “because they direct- 
ly compete with establishments 
which have liquor licenses.” 

The proposed ordinance, Bader 
suggested, should establish clos- 
ing laws for the soft-drink parlors 
and compe] them to pay a license 
fee about as large, in proportion 
to their gross sales, as a liquor 
dealer’s fee in proportion to his 
volume of busiriess.

However, there ig always the pos- 
sibility that they might eventu- 

y drive a strong column through 
one of the flanks. 


Any such thrust by a flanking 
column may, of course, meet a 
counterattack by the defenders. 
European armies consider such a 
meeting engagement a dangerous 
gamble. ‘ 

The Japanese place much faith 

in the ability of their infantry to 
look out for itself and in the com- 
bat decisions of commanders of 
small units—the gunso (sergeants), 
and the gocho (corporals)—in the 
confusion of battle. 
Trained in the tradition of of- 
fensive warfare, Japanese officers 
from General down often reach at- 
tack decisions where orthodox tac- 
tics would require deployment on 
the defensive. 

In the attack, the Japanese plan 
usually is to furnish continuous ar- 
tillery support to advancing infan- 


trymen by leap-frogging batteries 
from position to position directly 
in the rear of the infantry. 

Officers pointed out that thus 
far in the Bataan fighting Ameri- 
can and Filipino defenders have 
been able to prevent unification 
of Japanese infantry and artillery 
advances, either through counter. 
attacks and‘ the disruption conse- 
quent to meeting engagements, or 
through concentrated artillery fire 
of their own. 

Artillery fire often has thrown 
the Japanese flanking columns into 
confusion. In a division attack, 
these columns consist of an ad- 
vance guard regiment of infantry 
and battalion of field artillery and

CIGAR TAX PLAN

WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP).—

boosting the levy on cigars would

Alvaro M. Garcia, president of 
the association, proposed that the 
Government compel all two-for- 
five-cents cigar manufacturers to 
increase their price to three for 10 
cents, and manufacturers of 5-cent 
cigars to increase their price to 
6 cents. 

“Such a tax proposal,” he said, 
“would not only maintain the pres- 
ent competitive balance within the 
industry and prevent any one 
group from profiteering at the ex- 
pense of others, but would also 
prevent serious hardships to the 
tobacco growers, and yield the 
revenue sought by the Govern-

Since then Singapore has fallen. 
Bataan fought on. Java fell. Ba- 
taan fought on. 

Behind that fighting spirit is 
the superb work of American field 
officers and the equipment of the 
army which was of first-class qual- 
ity, although on Bataan it was 
available in pitifully small quanti- 
ties. 

Accurate Anti-Aircraft Guns. 

When I left Bataan its defenders 
were still keeping them falling. 

The day before leaving, I visited 
a battery of anti-aircraft gunners 
wha defended the Manila water- 
front in the early days of the war 
and since then had been beating 
off repeated Japanese dive-bomber 
attacks on airfields from which 
Gen. MacArthur’s tiny air force 
continued to operate. 

On Christmas morning, en route 
to Bataan, the battery set up its 
guns in open fields 35 miles north 
of the capital and gave a surprise 
reception to 37 low-flying bombers 
which had been pounding the city. 

I happened at that time to be 
returning from the Lingayen area 
ina train which was stopped near- 
by because of an air raid alarm,

He began praising the mechan- 
ical marvels of their gun, saying 
that the sights were so perfect it 
Was virtually impossible to miss, 
and then: 

“Sorry, sir,” drawled the gunner, 
“but that mechanical sight ain’t 
connected. We got that last bird 
free-hand, so to speak.” 

Smith and his mates had dis- 

shed themselves a few days} ' 
Previously by bravery in  ex- 
tinguishing fires caused by a bomb 
Which set off a pile of shells 
stored nearby. The bursting shells: 
Peppered their position but caused 
RO casualties. 

Another night I had tinned pot- 
luck with Sergt. Hall’s battery 
Which was in one of the real hot 
Spots on the peninsula, with its 
gun positions pockmarked by bomb 
Craters,

*Too Late.’ 


Why? Because it is “too little 
and too late.” All that Mr. Baruch 
ever said on the subject of ceil- 
ings warned against that. The 
suggestion came from hig experi- 
ence in the World War. 

Then a plan to put an upper 
limit on prices.-was attempted but, 
at that time, inflation had already 
gotten under way. 

If there was one thing that ex- 
perience proved, it was that, if 
you wait to apply price control 
until the components of principal 
prices have gone sky-high, it is too 
late to relate the whole price 
structure back to the beginning of 
the war and get prices restored to 
the old level. 

All that you can then do is to 
squeeze swollen, inflationary prof- 
its out of a few prices. This we 
actually did do in 1918 but the 
public benefit was not half what 
it could have been if we could only 
have started in time. 

In the case of the principal war 


M material—steel, for example—you 


can’t wait until the price of labor, 
‘ore, limestone, alloys and trans- 

portation, which the steel-maker 
must buy, have reached a zenith 

and then (without. something 
amounting to confiscation) make 
the steel man sell to you at a pre- 
war price. Mr. Baruch warned of 
all this in detail. 

Little Satisfaction. 

Thus while this writer has no 
authority to speak for him, it is 
not hard to imagine that he can't 
‘be getting much satisfaction out 
of this belated adoption of his in- 
dustrial mobilization’ plan. 

Germany adopted it from the be- 
- ginning. So did our general staff. 

You may recall that, before the 
ill-fated Stettinius board was 
quietly dissolved and its recom- 
mendations silenced, it was ru- 
mored that the War College and 
the General Staff had an “indus- 
trial mobilization plan.” Those ru- 
mors were squeezed to death also 
by the administration which said 
they were “just something being 
talked about in the War Depart-

As a matter of fact they were 
printed in a War Department 
pamphlet called I. M. P. or “In- 
dustrial Mobilization Plan.” They 
contained all that Mr. Baruch had 
been suggesting and had lectured 
about for many years at the Gen- 
_eral Staff, the War College and 
the Army Industrial College. 

It was the plan that the Ger- 
mans adopted and that we now 
have adopted piece-meal, “Too lit- 
tle and too late.” 3 

Perhaps there would be a cer- 
tain “I told you so” satisfaction in 
all this to some men, but Mr. 
Baruch isn’t that sort of @ man. 
He is only concerned with seeing 
us win the war. That has been his 
only interest in this matter since 
the beginning.

Root of the Matter. 


For all his frankness and self-

The root of the matter lies some- 
what in a certain stiff-necked at-

EMPIRE AND THE ENGLISH-SPEAKING WORLD 


N the relations between the 

East and the West, the histori- 

cal record is certain to be far 
more enlightening than any politi- 
cal formula which can be devised 
in a time of crisis. The United 
States is at war in Asia, and in this 
war we have a principal part to 
play, not as the arsenal of the 
United Nations, but asa fighting 
power. For that reason it is nec- 
essary that we and our allies 
should seek to see clearly what we 
are fighting for in Asia, and hiw 
we mean to achieve our ends. 

On these crucial points the only 
sure evidence is the record of ex- 
perience. : 

We have had commercial and po- 
litical relations with the Orient 
since the earliest days of American 
independence. A vessel, called the 
Empress of China, left New York 
for Canton in 1784, and on its re- 
turn, Maj. Samuel Shaw, of Boston, 
was, on Secretary John Jay’s rec- 
ommendation, made consul at Can- 
ton. Our relations with Japan 
cover the 90 years since the visit of 
Commodore Perry. In this long 
relationship there has been only 
one short period—at the beginning 
of this century—when, having con- 
quered the Philippines, the United 
States displayed the symptoms of 
imperialistic ambition. 

The ambition, however, had no 
roots in American sentiment and 
no foundation in American inter- 
est, and very quickly it evaporated, 
This short imperialist interlude and 
what has followed have made it 
very clear indeed that the controll- 
ing American purpose in the Far 
East is trade and cultural inter- 
course, and that to achieve this 
purpose we rely on two things pri- 
marily, upon the desire of the peo- 
ples of Asia to be independent, and 
second upon using our own force to 
support them in resisting conquest 
and disemberment, We have re- 
garded our own profit as dependent 
upon equality of trade, and our 
own security as closely bound up 
with the independence and security 
of the Asiatic peoples.

N go far as we have failed in

Here again candor ig the best 
argument, and so it should be said 
that in the last two years gradu- 
ally, in the last four months very 
rapidly, there has taken place a 
mighty change within the English- 
speaking world, and a mighty 
change also between West and 
East. The change is irreversible. 
The defeat of our enemies will con- 
firm the change and mark the be- 
ginning of a new order of things, 
not the restoration of the old. 
What has happened—and it is one 
of the supreme events of modern 
history—is the growing union in 
the West of the English-speaking 
democracies and of their allies in 
Europe, and in the East the cer- 
tain liquidation of Western im- 
perialism. ur in Austra- 
lia, Cripps in Casey in 
Cairo, Churchill and Roosevelt in 


one hand, the extension or liquida- 
tion of Eastern imperialism on the 
other. It is no mere coincidence 
that the Eastern Empire of Britain 
was founded in the same genera- 
tion that the connection of the 
English-speaking peoples was shat- 
tered. British rule began in India 
in 1744. It ended in the American 
colonies in 1776, For a century and 
a half while the course of empire 
in Britain was toward the Hast. 
the course of America was in iso- 
lation. That epoch is now ended, 
the epoch of British imperialism 
and of American isolation.

HE new epoch began with the 

fall of France and the mortal 
peril in which not only Britain, 
Canada, Australia, but also the 
United States were placed. This 
peril has brought about a partner- 
ship of the -speaking na- 
tions that is vitally closer, because 
the sanctions are life or. death for 
all of us, than any which diplomacy 
or propaganda could - or 
contrive, This same peril has also 
brought about: the disestablishment 
of the Western enipires in Asia. 
Out of it has come a new balance 
of power and a new order of asso- 
ciation in the English-speaking 
world; out of it has come’to new 
balance of power and a new order 
of relationship with the East. 

In this new order not empire but 
the anti-imperialism of the demo- 
cratic peoples will be decisive. 

From the experience of China 
the leaders of India can best judge 
what this must mean. For what- 
ever their failings, the English- 
speaking nations are now an ass0- 
ciation of anti-imperialist democra- 
cies. As such they must, and 
therefore —* will deal with Asia 
as allies and not as protectors. As 
democracies, they must for their 
own security be interested only in 
the desire of the Asiatic peoples 
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London and Washington, are the 
symbols and the agents of this 
momentous development.

Atom-Smashing and Medicine. 
New biological and medical tech- 
niques made possible by the devel- 
opment of the cyclotron machine 
for smashing atoms were described 
last night by Dr. Joseph G, Hamil- 
‘ton, of the radiation laboratory of 
the University of California, Berke- 
ley. : 
One of the few cyclotrons in 
America is now in use for medical 
research at Washington University 
here. The machine, which weighs 
150 tons, is a mere baby compared 
to the 4000-ton cyclotron which is 
now being built by Dr. Ernest O. 
Lawrence, who conceived and con- 
structed the first one, at the Uni- 
versity of California. The St. Louis 
cyclotron is the second largest in 
the world that is in full time op- 
eration. 

The cyclotron is being used for 
research and experimentally for 
therapeutic purposes, Dr. Hamilton 
said. In research, it is used to 
make radioactive isotopes which 
serve as “tracers” or “tagged” 
atoms in studying the progress of 
various substances through the 
body in the metabolic processes 
of the various tissues and organs. 

With the tracer atoms, he ex- 
plained, it was possible to give a 
person a specific amount of some 
substance such as radioactive so- 
dium phosphate. The percentage 
of the total which goes to various 
parts of the body can then be de- 
termined with a Geiger-Muller 
tube, a device which counts the 
number of radioactive particles. 

Radioactivity did not affect dis- 
tribution of the substances through 
the body, he said. A specific ap- 
plication of the technique is the 
work of Dr. Louis Flexner of Balti- 
more and Dr. Louis Hellman and

MAY 17 PROCLAIMED 
‘1 AM AN AMERICAN’ 
DAY BY ROOSEVELT 


President Urges All Officials 
and Organizations to Take 
Part. 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt today desig- 
nated Sunday, May 17, as “I Am 
An American” day and urged that 
it be observed in a manner to im- 
press on all citizens “the duties and 
opportunities of citizenship and its 
special responsibilities in a nation 
at war.” 

He said in a proclamation it was 
even more essential in time of war 
than in time of peace for a people 
to understand fully “the form and 
genius of their Government and 
the responsibilties of citizenship.” 

Consequently, in accordance with 
an act of Congress calling for rec- 
ognition of all citizens in an “I 
Am An American” day on the thira 
Sunday in May each year, the chief 
executive called on Federal, state 
and local officials and patriotic, 
civic and educational organizations 
to take part in appropriate exer- 
cises. 

In another proclamation, the 
President set aside Sunday, May 
10, as Mother’s day, again under 
terms of an act of Congress.

operative church body in execiti- 
7 session at the Coronado Ho- 


Among ——— is not in sym- 
pathy with the Federal Council, 
the Rev. J. Elwin Wright of 
Rumney, N. H., one of its founders, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter, but 
it does not subscirbe to the policy 
of the American Council in attack- 
ing the Federal Council. 

The Rev. Mr.. Wright said he 
believed the new group, when per- 
manently organized, would be a 
“conservative, constructive body, 
regarding the Federal Council as 
destructive to evangelism, but ab- 
horing the destructive methods of 
the American Council.” He said 
“20 million church members in 
this country” do not regard the 
Federal Council as truly represen- 
tative, . 

The conference this morning, 
attended by about 150 delegates 
from Protestant churches, mission 
boards, Bible institutes, religious 
journals and interdenominational 
organizations, rejected a series of 
resolutions introduced by a small 
group representing the American 
Council which would have put the 
conference on record in opposition 
to the Federal Council. 

The Rev. Carl McIntire, a Col- 

lingswood (N, J.) pastor deposed 
by the Presbyterian church for in- 
subordination, who is president of 
the American Council, and the 
Rev. H. McAllister « Griffiths of 
New York, its general secretary, 
presented its viewpoint today and 
distributed booklets attacking the 
Federal Council. The American 
Council was organized with a nu- 
cleus of the Bible Presbyterians, 
former members of the Presbyteri- 
an Church, U. S. A. (Northern), 
and the Bible Protestants, or Meth- 
odist Protestants, who opposed 
Methodist unification in 1939. 
In the booklet distributed by the 
American Council, the Federal 
Council was described as “the very 
citadel of modernist unbelief in 
America” and it was accused of 
injecting itself “into nation’s po- 
litical ‘and economic life” and of 
promoting theories y to be 
distinguished from downright 
Communism.” 

Avowedly, the American Coun- 
cil refrains from dabbling in poli- 
tics and economics, holding that 
“the function of the church . is 
spiritual” although individuals are 
free to follow their own economit 
and political convictions. 

Presiding at today’s session, de- 
scribed by its leaders as “explota- 
tory,” was the Rev, Robert G. Lee 
of Bellevue Baptist Church, Mem- 
phis, Tenn. The Rev. Harold J. 
Ockenga of Park Street Congrega- 
tional Church, Boston, was vice- 
chairman. The conference will 
close tomorrow with a luncheon.

Edgar Cainer, Dam Builder With No Tradi- 
tions to Overcome, Setting Record by 
- Mass Production Methods. 


PORTLAND, Ore., April 8 (AP). 
—A 10,000-ton Liberty treighter 
every six days—that’s how fast one 
shipyard’ is helping to build our 
bridge of ships to the warfronts. 

For any shipyard in the United 


States that would be a proud rec- 
ord. For the Oregon Shipbuilding 
Corporation it’s an industrial mi- 
racle. 

Edgar Kaiser, Oregon Shipbuild- 
ing’s head man, never thought 
about building ships until the war 
in Europe was well under way. He 
was a builder of dams—Boulder 
and Grand Coulee, Now he’s show- 
ing veteran shipbuilders how to 
apply mass production methods to 
their industry. 


The first Liberty EC-2 was 
launched at Oregon Shipbuilding 
last Sept. 27. Today No. 26 slid 
into the Willamette River. That 
total from an ll-way yard sur- 
passes the number from any other 
yard, company officials said. 

What makes the Oregon yard the 
country’s top producer can be told 
only in part. 

Company men say the organizing 
genius of the boss—they mean 
Kaiser—is the major factor. He 
took 30,000 men—most of whom, 
like himself, never had worked on 
a ship—and whipped them into a 


fireball unit In less than 
12 ball prod 

Most of the workers, they say, 
are family men with a deep- 
rooted feeling that this is their 
war, 

But C, Alexander Mechlin, resi- 
dent United States Maritime Com- 
mission engineer, as offical Gov- 
ernment observer, has more rea- 
sons. 

This yard, he says, is one of the 
few built from scratch to turn out 
Liberty freighters, nothing else. 

Result: No time and effort 
wasted compromising construction 
methods and facilties. 

Kaiser's experts have studied the 
EC-2 from stem to stern for pro- 
duction speed, Mechlin says, and 
have developed pre-assembly to a 
point unparalleled in other yards. 

Commander Charles Hubbard, 
supervisor of Navy shipbuilding in 
Oregon, the man who awarded 
Oregon Shipbuilding one of the 
first three. E pennants on the Pa- 
cific Coast, said: 

“The Kaiser men came into ship- 
building with a full knowledge of 
production methods but with lit- 
tle about shipbuilding. They had 
no preconceived notion about ship 
construction; no traditions, no 
prejudices to overcome. They fig- 
ured out the fastest way to put 


them together and did it.”

Teachers Revolt. 


The trouble in the schools began 
in February when the newly- 
formed Quisling government or- 
dered compulsory enrollment of all 
Norwegian youths between the 
ages of 12 and 18 in the new Nazi 
Norwegian youth organization and 
informed the teachers that they 
would have to join the Nazis’ 
teachers’ organization. Ninety per 
cent of the teachers pratested in 
writing against both measures and 
prepared to cease work. 

At the end of February all 
schools were closed by Premier 
Vidkun Quisling “due to cold 
weather” in an effort to cover up 
and tide over the dispute. Practi- 
cally all of Norway’s 11,000 teach- 
ers were involved in the dispute. 
Now Quisling has ordered the 
schools in certain districts, includ- 
ing Oslo and Hamar, to reopen but 
has announced that no teachers 
will be paid unless they join the 
Quisling organization.

(AP).—A microphone invented by 
two St. Louis doctors to record the 


action of “dying hearts” may be 
tested at the execution of Ernest 
Tyler, Kansas City Negro, which 
is scheduled for April 24. 

Tyler, convicted of murder, has 
given hig consent to the test, and 
the penitentiary warden, Paul 
Kaiser, said he would permit it if 
Attorney General Roy McKittrick 
rules it is legal. The inventors, 
Dr. William B. Kountz and Dr. 
John R. Smith of Washington Uni- 
versity Medical School, plan to 
place their special microphone over 
Tyler’s heart and compare its re- 
sults with those recorded by leg 
and wrist electrodes when Tyler 
dies in the lethal gas chamber.
